Paradise Lost Becomes an Epic of the Mind

On Friday, March 28, at Glastonbury High 
School, a retired teacher performed a memorized epic 
poem. 

Mr. John Basinger has memorized John Mil- 
ton's Paradise Lost, and at approximately 10:00a.m. 
Friday morning, Basinger performed the piece in the 
Glastonbury High School Library Media Center in front 
of approximately 30 students. The students and several 
staff members watched as Basinger walked back and 
forth reciting lines and giving emotion throughout his 
performance. 

The idea was originally proposed by Mr. Mark 
Dursin to have Basinger visit the school and perform for 
his classes who were reading parts of Paradise Lost. "I 
thought it would be great for my students to actually see 
it live. It makes it more interesting for them and for me," 
he said. Mr. Dursin contacted Basinger and arranged for 
him to visit for about an hour and a half during third 
and fourth period and perform for both his and Mrs. 
Blakeslee Lloyd's Advanced Placement English classes. 

After the performance, Basinger received a 
loud round of applause. Dursin along with many others 
in the audience said, "It was amazing, how he performs, 
every thing.., it was all just amazing!" 

The epic poem written by Milton is about the 
Biblical creation and fall of man. It includes the main 
characters Adam, Eve, Satan, and Beelzebub to tell the 
story of rebelling angels in Heaven and the creation of 
the world. In the Hartford Couranf article "Paradise 
Lost All in His Mind," Deborah Homblow stated that 
the poem is 12 books, 10,565 lines, and approximately 
100,000 words. Basinger decided to completely mem- 



orize this specific piece simply because it 
would be great for storytelling. 

Basinger began his memorization 
of the text in 1993. "It took me 8 years to 
get it under my belt. I had just retired teach- 
ing," said Basinger. He then told a story of 
a time when he was stopped by the highway 
police for going SO mph, not even realizing it 
because he was viciously reciting lines while 
driving, Basinger went back to his perfor- 
mance after a brief overview of his work and 
then returned to provide the audience with 
more insight into how he memorized the 
piece. 

"Just plain, dumb hard work. I 
pound on it. I repeat, repeat, repeat, and I've 
got a finger motion for every line of text," 
said Basinger as he explained his technique 
for memorizing the thousands of lines in 
the poem. Having mastered sign language 
when he was a musician in the National The- 
ater of the Deaf, Basinger used the skill while 
performing. The poet showed the audience 
how he tapped his right fingers on his left 
hand to keep the Iambic Pentameter rhythm 
as he began to perform the piece once again. 
His hand gestures and tapping were vital to his memo- 
rization. 

Pacing from left to right in front of his audience, 
looking in one direction as if he were Eve and the other 
as if he were Adam, Paradise Lost comes to life. The Bas- 
inger displayed a range of voices and body movements 
as words flowed from his mouth. "It was more impres- 
sive than anything. I have the utmost respect for that," 
said Logan George, a GHS senior and performer as John

As Basinger 's performance came to an end, the 
students and staff stood and applauded to show their 
gratitude for such a rare performance. "Its meant to be 
alive. This is what epic poetry is supposed to be," said 
Director of Language Arts Catharine Buchholz, Basing- 
er is very proud of his work and ability to memorize and 
perform this epic poem. He ended on a light note and 
said laughing, "I'm pretty cocky about it because I'm the 
only one. You all have witnessed a rare event."

As ever-changing bestseller lists 
and eye-catching "new arrival" tables at 
bookstores determine our reading prefer- 
ences, ifs easy to forget the classic nov- 
els that have endured as great reads for 
generations. What follows is a short trib- 
ute to the most under-appreciated "old- 
ies but goodies" of the literature world. 

T!ie Anne of Green Ga- 
bles series by L.M. Montgomery 

- I read Antte of Green Gables in 
middle school, and it is normally 
considered a "children's" book. 
However, I've continued reading 
its sequels off and on ever since 
then, having recently finished 
the sixth book, Anne of Ingleside. 
Since the series follows Anne 
through the course of her life, the 
writing and story become increas- 
ingly mature as her saga unfolds, 
so the later books are more appro- 
priate for a high school audience. 
Most people don't realize there are 
sequels that follow Montgomery's 
original novel, and I highly rec- 
ommend giving them a try. Anne 
is an unforgettable, plucky hero- 
ine whose singular zest for life is 
both inspiring and comical. The 
books lack exciting plots because 
they teil the story of her everyday 
life, but Anne's simple day-to-day 
struggles and triumphs as a stu- 
dent, as a teacher, and eventually 
as a mother are insightful and ab- 
sorbing. Montgomery is a good 
writer, and her cheerful and inno- 
cent, yet perceptive, books about Anne and 
her adventures are great for light reading. 

Pride and Prejudice by Jane Austen 

- One of the most well -known and endur- 
ing love stories, Pride and Prejudice is not 
only a classic as a romance, but also as a 



social commentary on early nineteenth- 
century England. Elizabeth Bennet is one 
of five daughters bom into a respectable, 
but by no means wealthy, family in Hert- 
fordshire. She is witty and spirited, but as 
Mrs. Bennet laments, in comparison with 
her sisters, Elizabeth "is not half so hand- 
some as Jane, nor half so good humoured 
as Lydia." With her lack of the proper 
family ties and good looks, Elizabeth ap- 
pears unworthy of the regal Fitzwilliam 



To Kill a Mockingbird by Harper 
Lee - If you haven't read this book as part 
of the GHS English curriculum for sopho- 
mores, you must! My favorite book ever, 
To Kill a Mockingbird is a masterpiece. It 
discusses a variety of themes, from rac- 
ism to heroism, through the eyes of young 
Scout Finch. Besides its powerful message 
and fantastic writing, Lee's book is a mas- 
terful example of character development.

Kill a Mockingbird is the ultimate classic. 
The Age of Innocence by Edith 
Wharton After renting the 1993 movie ver- 
sion of The Age of Innocence, I was excited 
to read the book. Although I'm only about 
halfway through so far, Edith Wharton's 
Pulitzer-Prize-winning classic is proving to 
be worthy of an "Oldie but Goodie" Award. 
Newland Archer is a young lawyer caught 
up in the frivolities of upper-class America 
during the 1870s. Engaged to 
the innocent and beautiful, but 
shallow, May Welland, he is on 
track to becoming another su- 
perficial New York aristocrat. 
But with the arrival of May's 
cousin, Ellen Olenska, from Eu- 
rope, Newland 's life is turned 
upside down. Bold and sophis- 
ticated, Ellen has suffered from 
a terrible marriage and wants 
a divorce, a forbidden alter- 
native for women at the time. 
When Newland finds he is fall- 
ing in love with Ellen, he must 
choose between happiness 
and social duty, nonconfor- 
mity and tradition. The more 
he becomes dissatisfied with 
the typical path he has chosen, 
the more Newland realizes it 
may not be possible to rum 
back. The Age of Innocence is 
a tragic love story that harshly 
criticizes the upper-class cul- 
ture of late nineteenth-century 
America. It is subtly suspense- 
fui, and I highly recommend it. 
Books that are hot off 
the press are fun, but these 
classic novels will always have a special 
place in literary history. Their stories have 
managed to endure through the years, 
and their beautiful language is definitely 
a lost art. So next time you're at the li- 
brary, give those oldies but goodies a try!

Both of the Lithographs can be found in the back of 
GHS's Mary A. Kingsbury Library. The Serigraph can be 
found in the library's quiet reading section. 

Alexander Chan, a Class of 2004 officer, said that he saw 
the paintings in a gallery and thought they would make 



a good class donation. He proposed the idea to the other 
class of 2004 officers, who were deciding what gift to give 
to GHS. 

According to Steve Lin, GHS Class of 2004 President, 
the officers picked the paintings because they wanted to 
give a unique gift that compliments the recent renovations 
at GHS.

The class of 2004 officers contacted Kathy Broggini, Matt 
Dunbar's secretary, who helped arrange the purchase and 
donation of the paintings. Even though the paintings were 
put up on March 3, the school was in possession of them 
since the summer of last year.

Lin added that "Bellied Sneeches will promote diver- 
sity and will be "a reminder of the social injustices of rac- 
ism, discrimination, and prejudice," and that "Lorax" will 
encourage "students to be environmentally conscious." 

The paintings were acquired from R. Michelson Galler- 
ies, Northampton, MA, for around $4,000 during the sum- 
mer of 2007. With them came two books. The Wliole Seuss 
and Secret Art. Both books are currently on display in the 
library 

The class of 2004 paid for the paintings through the 
fund-raising business exchanges, and dues that were col- 
lected during the class's high school years (1999-2004), ac- 
cording to Lin. 

Three trees were planted for every painting that was 
purchased.
